God  blesses  His  children  because  of  their 
obedience  and  punishes  them  because  of 
their  disobedience.  The  Christian  who 
lives  in  the  line  of  duty,  whose  life  is  a 
life  of  obedience  to  the  Heavenly  parental 
Government  is  a happy  Christian.  But 
when  the  Christian  is  disobedient,  or  peg-1 
ligent  as  to  the  performance  of  those 
things  or  duties  essential  to  happiness  in 
the  Christian  life.  God  corrects  him,  and 
convicts  him  for  his  good.  ‘‘For  whom  the 
Lord  loveth,  lie  chasteneth.” 

Those  who  are  under  that  Parental  gov- 
ernment are  the  saved,  and  the  saved  are 
those  that  believe  and  have  been  taken  from 
under  the  condemnation  of  the  law.

The  children  of  Israel,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Moses,  had  started  on  their  way  out 
of  Egypt  into  the  promised  land.  On  the 
border  of  the  Red  Sea  they  had  camped. 
While  they  tarried  there,  seemingly  at  ease, 
they  were  overtaken  by  the  mighty,  onnish- 
ing  army  of  Pharaoh.  The  Israelites  be- 
en me  demoralized,  and  they  began  to  com- 
plain against  Mores  and  against  God.  Mos- 
es, in  his  intense  anxiety,  carries  the  mat- 
ter to  God.  The  answer,  full  of  signifi- 
cance and  power,  came  hack  in  these  simple 
words:  ‘‘Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel 

that  they  go  forward."  The  promised 
land  lay  across  the  Red  Sea,  to  the  South 
and  AVest  lay  impassable  mountains,  and  to 
the  North,  from  whence  they  had  come, 
was  the  mighty  Egyptian  army. 
They  were  snrrounded  by  seemingly  impreg- 
nable barriers,  and  death,  on  its  mighty 
wings,  was  swooping  down  upon  them. 
There  remained  nothing  to  be  done,  except 
obey  the  voice  of  God.  To  go  forward 
was  a step  in  the  dark;  but  God  had  com- 
manded it,  and  they  obeyed.  A forward 
movement  was  absolutely  essential  to  their 
salvation.  They  resumed  their  forward 
march  and  God  came  to  their  rescue. 

Activity  and  life  or  inactivity  and  decay 
is  God's  universal  law.  In  everything  it 
is  either  progression  or  retrogression.  Tn 
vain  do  we  search  for  absolute  equilibrium. 
In  every  realm  it  is  either  up  or  down,  for- 
ward or  backward,  growth  or  decay,  life  or 
death.  In  the  River  Jordan  is  activity  and 
life.  In  the  bosom  of  the  sea  of  Galilee, 
through  which  the  Jordan  passes  on  its 
onward  march,  are  the  multitudes  of  fishes, 
and  on  its  shores  are  manifold  evidences 
of  life.  Finally  the  fresh-  rippling  waters 
of  the  Jordan  empty  into  the  Dead  Rea. 
And  indeed  it  is  the  dead  sea;  for  in  its  wa- 
ters and  on  its  shores  nothing  lives;  and  all 
because  its  waters  eeosc  to  "go  forward." 
Because  of  its  inactivity  its  waters  can  no 
longer  throw  off  impurities,  and  stagnation, 
decav  and  death  are  the  inevitable  results. 

What  is  true  in  natural  laws  is  also  true 
in  spiritual  laws.  Tn  fact,  natural  laws 
are  hut  the  types  of  spiritual  laws.  They 
are  tangible  symbols,  helping  ns  to  under- 
stand the  intangible.  Tn  nature  we  have 
portrayed  to  us  the  real,  and  not  the  im- 
aginary. It  would  he  well  if  all  Christians 
would  become  vitally  conscious  of  this  fun- 
damental truth. 

In  our  spiritual  lives  as  individual  Chris- 
tians. it  is  either  forward  or  backward, 
growth  or  decay.  We  cannot  just  barely 
"hold  our  own."  Abraham  and  Lot  trav- 
eled together  for  many  days,  and  their 
spiritual  development  must  have  been  some- 
what the  same.  But  they  came  to  the 
‘‘parting  of  the  wavs.”  Lot  turned  aside 
into  worldliness.  He  was  a righteous  man, 
°f  great  reputation- and  large  possessions, 
and  he  saw  no  reason  why  he  should  not 
safely  spend  a season  in  self-indulgence. 
And  with  his  great  stock  of  material  and 
spiritual  possessions  why  not?  But.  alas, 
under  the  universal,  unchangeable  law  of 
God.  the  very  moment,  he  turned  aside  he 
began  to  go  backward,  and  a few  years 
later  he  barely  got  ont  of  Sodom  with  two 
daughters,  who  afterwards  disgraced  him. 
Abraham  went  on.  and  continued  to  climb 
the  mountainside  of  righteousness.  It  is 
so  in  every  Christian's  life.

How  to  Take  a Great  Home  Mission  Collec- 
tion. 

If  you  know  how  to  take  a State  Mission 
collect  ion,  or  a Foreign  Miaaion  collection 
then  yotf  know  how  to  take  a Home  Mi*, 
aion  collection. — do  it  the  same  wav.  But 
there  an*  several  things.  which  'if  done, 
will  help  much  towards  petting  a good 
generous  contribution,  for  all  kinndi  of  mis- 
aiona,  from  almost  everybody. 

1.  The  pastor  must  approach  the  time 
to  take  the  offering . with  dclipht— yea. 
with  dclipht.  He  must  show  that  he  ia 
plad  he  ia  livinp— livinp  for  just  this  pur- 
pose, I have  heard  two  preachers  say, 
as  they  started  to  take  n collection:  ‘‘I 
had  almost  rather  do  anything  else  in  the 
world  than  this.”  Miserable  curs!  Of 
course  they  pot  nothin P- 

2.  .Plan  for  it.  Pray  and  read:  have 
your  folks  pray  and  read.  Information 

* <a  one  of  the. beat  helps  in  a collection.  I 
knpw  three  pastors,  who,  when  they  ap- 
proach the  time  of  takinp  a Foreipn  Mis- 
sion collection,  have  special  prayer  meetinps 
for  a whole  week,  distribute  tracts,  envel- 
opes. preach,  persuade,  see  some  of  the  mem- 
bers lmfore  the  collection  ami  pet  them  to 
lead  off  with  $100;  then,  they  follow  up  the 
work,  for  a whole  month,  until  every  mem- 
ber has  been  seen.  "Of  course,  they  pot 
the  money;  because  that  is  the  way  to  do  it. 
But  these  same  brethren,  when  they  came 
to  take  their  Home  Mission  collections,  did 
very  differently.  They  distributed  no 
tracts,  they  had  no  week  of  prayer,  they 
preached  no  sermons  on  missions,  they  did 
not  follow  up  the  collection,  until  all  had 
been  seen.  They  just  merely  took  a col- 
lection for  Home  Missions;  took  what  was 
given,  sent  it  off  without  even  telepraphinp 
to  the  Baptist  Record  how  much  it  wns. 
And  nobody  would  have  known  how  much 
they  had  done,  had  it  not  been  printed  in 
the  minutes  of  the  association  and  conven- 
tion. Our.  Lord  hns  said.  “The  field  is 
the  world” — the  whole  world — Cuba  as  well 
as  Japap. 

3.  Execute  your  plan  viporonsly — aa 
set  forth  in  the  above  parapraph. 

4.  Never  lump  all  your  collections  to- 
pether  at  once  in  a “peneral”  collection, 
and  send  it  to  the  Secretary  and  ask  him 
to  send  it  where  most  needed.  He  will 
do  it  all  ripht  enouph : but.  the  trouble  will 
be.  the  smallness  of  the  amount  to  be  di- 
vided, compared  with  what  it  would  have 
been,  had  it  been  done  differently.  If 
you  should  take  them  all  on  the  same  day. 
have  each  member  to  say.  how  much  will 
you  pive:  (1)  to  Foreipn  Missions;  (2) 
to  Home,  Missions;  (3)  to  State  Missions — 
the  pastor  leadinp  off  by  pivinp  $100,  $50, 
$25,  $15,  or  $5  to  each  one  of  the  three 
kinds  of  missions,  as  he  may  be  able,  having 
everybody  else  do  likewise. 

5.  Don’t  ever  pet  in  a hurry  because 
some  old,. akin-flint  bepins  to  pick  his  teeth, 
twist  in  his  seat,  snap  his  wath  or  look 
for  the  door.  Stop  in  the  middle  of  your" 
effort,  pray,  and  start  again. 

6.  Find  out  what  other  churches  htave 
done,  tell  your  folks  about  it  and  show 
them  how  easy  it  would  be  for  “us”  to 
do  even  better  than  these  others  have  done. 
There  is  apostolic-  example  for  this,  and  it 
will  do  pood — 'that’s  why  it  was  done. 

7.  Emphasize  the  privilege  as  well  as 
the  responsibility.  Tell  them  that  then* 
is  a kind  of  a person  that  God  has  singled 
out,  and ' says  He  loves — “the  cheerful 
giver”— and  find  out  if  they  are  the  kind. 

8.  Tell  the  people— and  especially  the 


'cr\  poor  that  there  is  a blessing  in  pivinp 
that  (itxn  not  conic  from  praying,  singing, 
vsiting  the  sick,  teaching  in  Sunday  School, 
preaching  or  doing  anything  else  under  the 
Sun  -the  blessing  of  being 
live,  of  (hnI'n  peculiar  love — “for  God  lov* 
eth  a ehis-rfii!  giver.”

Among  the  pastorless  churches  in  our 
State  are  Corinth,  Tupelo,  Purvis,  Clarks- 
dale,  Oxford  and  Gloster.  It  is  of  very 
great  importance  that  these  and  others  in 
like  condition  should  have  pastors  as  soon 
as  possible,  to  lead  them  in  the  grent  cam- 
paign of  missions  that  will  soon  he  on  among 
our  churches.  But  suffer  us  to  say  that, 
if  these  churches,  or  some  of  them,  shall 
not  secure  pastors  in  time  for  the  mission 
campaign,  the  deacons  can  he  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  cause  by  planning  and  leading 
in  a strong  move  to  do  their  best  for  mis- 
sions. We  feel  also  that  it  would  not  be 
amiss  to  pen  another  exhortation  to  the  pas- 
tors all  over  the  State  to  perfect  their 
plans  and  push  the  work  of  gathering  up 
the  I xml’s  dues  for  spreading  the  gospel 
over  the  face  of  the  earth.  Let  us  all 
get  very  busy  in  the  kingdom.
